We  journeyed  to  London,  England,  where  we  arrived  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  We  just  got 
there  in  time  to  help  the  Prime  Minister,  Howard  Somers,  and  his  wife,  lona  Daweon,  celebrate 
their  wedding  anniversary.  After  their  party  was  over,  we  saw  Howard  and  lona  and  their  two 
small  sone.  We  asked  their  if  there  were  any  other  class  mates  from  O.H.S.  located  in  England. 
They  told  us  that  they  thought  that  Max  King  was  in  Scotland.  So  from  England,  we  journeyed  to 
Scotland  J  "e  arrived  in  the  mid-afternoon.

We  saw  Doyle  Middaugh  heading  the 
line.  We  thought,  gee',  he'e  one  of  our  frienda  from  O.H.S.  After  the  contest  was  over,  we 
••sired  with  Doyle,  and  he  insisted  that  we  ireet  his  charming  wife.  He  said  after  shopping  a- 
brond  he  still  had  to  go  back  to  Ossian.  Yes,  it  wae  none  other  than  Marjorie  Double.  Marg«in- 
cisted  that  we  stay,  but  it  was  impossible.  In  a  few  hours,  we  were  in  Sweden.  At  one  of  the 
large  hospitals  we  found  Walter  Stegmann,  a  chemist,  and  found  his  keeper  to  be  none  other  than 
his  fpscinating  wife,  Elizabeth  Degitx.  After  Walter's  working  hours,  he  took  us  home  to  sup- 
per. When  we  reached  Walter's  home,  we  found  Welter  end  Elizabeth  to  be  the  perents  of  six 
beau+iful  red  headed  girls.  After  a  very  enjoyable  evening  we  bade  Walter  and  Elizabeth  good- 
bye.

He  is  awakened  by  three  important  men  Step- 
hen Kruger  (Dean  Haggard),  prime  minister  of  Laurania;  Emery  (Ray  Weikel)  courtier;  Leon  (Paul 
Farr)  courtier)  and  a  woman,  Baroness  Mahler  (Helen  Bushee)  councilor.  They  tell  Pa  that  he  ia 
a  descendant  of  the  Kingdom  of  Laurania,  and  the  people  want  him  for  their  King.  Pa  wants  to 
go,  but  is  afraid  Ma  will  not  go.
